Propagation Watch 

The propagation in the first half of November has 
been excellent, even better than predicted. And 
conditions look very good for December as well. 

Through the first three weeks of November, the 
solar flux dipped below 95 on only three days, and was 
above 19% on nine days. The consistently high flux 
levels kept 19 meters open to some part of the world 
for much of the daylight hours. 15 meters has enjoyed 
world-wide propagation. 

Even better than the high flux levels have been 
the very low absorption levels. Absorption typically 
rises with the sunspots, as we saw during much of 
October. But the A index has been below 19 on 12 of 
the first 21 days in November! 

This low absorption opens long-haul, multi-hop 
propagation paths. The Middle East and Pacific from 
the East coast, and Africa from the West coast have 
been coming in very well in November. Plus low 
absorption opens the productive polar path, such as 
the West coast to Europe, or the East coast to Japan. 
Finally, low absorption means the long path is much 
more available. Many DXers are finding long path 
signals stronger than the direct path, even from 
relatively nearby stations. 

The outlook for the first two weeks in December is 
simply great. If we get any sort of repetition of 
November's propagation, we can look forward to good 
1@-meter conditions in the ARRL 1 meter test Dec. 12- 
13. On the other end of the DX spectrum, 16% meters 
should be excellent again on Dec. 7-9. This peak will 
probably miss the ARRL 169 meter test, but low-banders 
should make the most of 16% and 8@ meters this season: 
absorption will only increase over the next few years.
